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Premium Gasoline 
Output Is Reduced

An immediate reduction in 
the 


amount of premium gasoline for 
civilian use was announced today 
by Secretary Ickcs

Ickcs told a press conference he 


has been forced to order a cut in 
premium gasoline during July, and 
for an unpredictable number of 
months to come, to about -!0 per 
cent of the supply in June.

facture of regular gasoline, no 
higher than 72 octane, to compen- 
sate for the cutback in premium 
gasoline production. 


"In effect." Ickcs said, "the cut-

mium gasoline to the same levels 
that prevailed in August.

Consumption of premium gaso-

FDR Approves G. 


I. Bill of Rights 


at Ceremony 


Washington. June 22—(AP)— 


President Roosevelt• today signed] 
the "G. 1." Bill of Rights." setting 
up a vast government aid pio- 
gram for veterans of this war. 


With concessional leaders and 


heads of veterans' organizations 
looking on, the chief executive put 
his signature to the mcasuic au- 
thorizing federal loans, hospitali- 
zation. job insurance, schooling 
and other ex-service benefits esti- 
mated to cost between $3,000.000.- 
000 and ?t>..r>00.000.000. 


The president said the bill car- 


ries out most of the lecommcn- 
dntions he has made for veterans' 
aid and notifies the mcmbets of 
the armed forces that the people 
at home will not let them down'. 


He urged additional war serv- 


ice legislation, however, to give 
veterans 
social 
security 
ciedit 


toward old age pensions for the 
time served In the armed forces 
and to piovide education and un- 
employment compensation bene- 
fits for members of the Mcichant 
Marine. What veterans want more 
than anytlmig, he said, is assur- 
ance of employment after the war. 


Parenthetically, he ' urged 
the 


congress to hasten work on legis- 
lation providing compensation for. 
war workcis during the industrial 
shift from war to peace-time man- 
ufacturing and r c c o til m e n d c d 
prompt action on legislation to 
provide for the orderly disposal of 
postwar surpluses. 


Designated the "G. I." Bill of 


Rights" by the American Legion 
and other sponsois. the measure 
signed today covers generally both 
men and women who have .served 
1)0 days or more "In the active 
military or naval forces -on 01: 
arter"Scpt." lotion, (date'of'the 
draft law's enactment) and prior 
to the termination of hostilities in 
the present wnr1' and who have 
been iclcased from service "un- 
der conditions other than dishon- 
orable."
